noisy rally of more than 1,000 stu- 
dents . protesting the U.S. quaran- 
ine of Cuba, an embassy spokes- 
man said. 


The spokesman said the demon- 


strators 
milled 
in the narrow 


street in front of the embassy and 
for an hour chanted anti-Ameri- 
can slogans such as "Yankee go 
home," and "Cuba; is,. 
Yankee 


no." 


The spokesman, reached by tele- 


phone from Vienna, said Czech uni- 
formed police stood by as some 
demonstrators climbed 
on 
the 


building and! tore1 the (lab from its! 
staff. Others hurled stones which 
smashed about six windows. The 
demonstrators pressed against the 
main door which had been locked. 


The spokesman 
said no one 


among embassy personnel was in- 
jured. 


The demonstrators began pour- 


ing into the narrow street before 
the embassy in Prague's old city 
at 2:30 p.m. and soon filled the 
street from end to end for more 
than an hour, the official said. 


"They really began whooping it 


up," he said, reporting that uni- 
formed police stood .by .without in 
terfering with the demonstrators 
even as the American flag was 
torn down. 


Radio Prague said in its regular 


afternoon news -reports, that the 
students marched on the embassy 
after a meeting at Prague Uni- 
versity's law faculty building.

Electrical 
Bills Above 
U.S. Averaae

WASHINGTON (AP)— Average 


monthly electric bills of Arkansas 
residents rose slightly the past 
year and remain above the na- 
tional average. 


The Federal Power Commission 


reports the average bill in Arkan- 
sas for 250 kilowatt hours of resi- 
dential service was $7.9 last Jan. 
1, compared with $7.92 a year pre- 
vious. 


At the same time the national 


average rose from $7.45 Jan. 1, 
191, to $7.48 last Jan. 1. 


The range among the 50 states 


is from a highof $lt).75 in Alaska 
to $4.75 in Washington state. Fif- 
teen of the states had higher 
averages than Arkansas, one had 
the same and 33 slates had lower 
averages. 


The FPC, in its anual report, 


said that in presenting the typical 
electric ills no attempt was made 
to determine the reasonableness 
of the rates. 


"Evaluation of the many fac- 


tors which operate to produce dif- 
ferences in unit costs or differ- 
ences in the level of bills," the 
FPC said, "would involve analysis 
beyond the scope of this report." 


The average state bills were fig- 


ured on use of 250 kwh for light 
ing, small appliances, refrigera- 
tion and cooking.
